1 . AT A JUNE 1 PRESS CONFERENCE CALLED BY CONGRESSMEN 
WOLFF (D-NY) AND ENGLISH (D-OKLA) LATTER CHARGED THAT THE 
GDR HAS BEEN ABETTING THE FLOW OF NARCOTICS INTO WEST BER- 
LIN AND THAT THE USG HAS NOT TAKEN SUFFICIENT ACTION TO 
HALT THAT FLOW. 
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2. THERE FOLLOWS THE PRESS GUIDANCE PREPARED FOR USE BY 
THE DEPARTMENT S SPOKESMAN JUNE 2 IN RESPONDING TO QUES- 
TIONS ABOUT THESE CHARGES: 

Q: DO YOU HAVE INFORMATION THAT HEROIN AND OTHER DRUGS 
TRANSIT THE GDR AND EAST BERLIN ENROUTE TO WEST BERLIN? 
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A: YES, THERE IS EVIDENCE THAT HEROIN AND OTHER DRUGS 
TRANSIT THE GDR ENROUTE TO WEST BERLIN. 

Q: CAN YOU GIVE US SOME IDEA OF THE MAGNITUDE OF THIS 
TRAFFIC? 

A: ABOUT 1 100 LBS OF HEROIN WENT FROM THE GDR AND EAST 

BERLIN INTO WEST BERLIN LAST YEAR ACCORDING TO DEA ESTI- 
MATES. 

Q: DO YOU HAVE EVIDENCE THAT THE GDR SUPPORTS OR CONDONES 
THIS TRAFFIC? 

A: WE HAVE NO EVIDENCE ONE WAY OR THE OTHER THAT THE GDR 
LOOKS THE OTHER WAY OR OTHERWISE CONDONES SUCH TRAFFIC. 

Q: WHAT HAS THE U.S. GOVERNMENT DONE TO STOP SUCH TRAFFIC? 

A: WE HAVE ESTABLISHED CONTACT WITH GDR AUTHORITIES WITH 
REGARD TO NARCOTICS TRAFFICKING AND SEEK THEIR COOPERATION 
IN STEMMING THE FLOW OF DRUGS FROM THE GDR TO WEST BERLIN. 

WITH REGARD TO INTRA BERLIN CONTROLS. WE ARE MINDFUL OF 
THE FACT THAT THE WESTERN ALLIES HAVE ALWAYS MAINTAINED 
THAT BERLIN REMAINS ONE CITY UNDER OCCUPATION STATUS AND 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THAT THE INTER-SECTOR BOUNDARY IS NOT AN INTERNATIONAL 
BORDER. WE ARE ALSO AWARE OF THE DIFFICULTIES ALREADY 
IMPOSED ON FREE MOVEMENT BY THE WALL. IN THIS REGARD, WE 
WANT TO BE VERY CAREFUL IN TAKING THE NECESSARY STEPS TO 
CONTROL THE FLOW OF NARCOTICS ACROSS THAT BOUNDARY THAT WE
